In looking over the field after a glance 
through the three shows, one critic sums up 
the situation as regards tendencies in motor 
car construction for 1908 as being a decided 
step forward, with the American car com- 
paring more favorably with the high priced 
machines made on the continent, where labor 
is cheaper and where considerable hand work 
enters into the construction of the big cars. 
It is noticed in the 1908 crop of American 
goods that nearly all of the makers are going 
in for shaft drive, instead of chain, although 
in a few of the big machines the latter method 
still is employed. The selective type of slid- 
ing gear transmission is growing in popu- 
larity also, ad the signs show that this type 
will be found in vogue among many manu- 
facturers. Larger wheels are coming in and 
the average increase is two inches. Wheel- 
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‘bases are being made longer and ignition 


tendencies show that the imported idea, a 
magneto, is being adopted by most of the 
designers. At the same time there are found 
on the larger cars double sets of ignition— 
magneto and storage batteries—while some 
have two sets of spark plugs. 

It looks as if the wood frame is pass- 
ing, nearly every maker having been con- 


‘verted to the pressed steel frame, not more 


than three or four utilizing wood in this con- 
struction. In the big touring cars it is no- 
ticeable that the body lines are straighter 
and there is not that same effort to secure 
* gingerbread" effects. The tonneaux are 
being made larger and every effort is being 
made to secure comfort for the passengers. 
Auxiliary seats that are removable are found 
on most of the big machines, which increases 
the passenger capacity to seven, 

In most cases the front axle has been moved 
forward and the straight dash has replaced 
the hollow and curved article. Thie helps 
in the aim to secure simplicity of body con- 
struction, a feature of the business which 
most designers realize can be improved. In- 
deed, so important is this subject that dur- 
ing the Chicago show the mechanical branch 
of the A. L. A. M. will hold a meeting at 
which body building will be the main theme. 
Many improvements are noted im ofl lamps, 
while the gas lights are being made larger 
and not so deep. , a 

Another departure for 1908 is that many ot 
the makers now include such accessories as 
tops, gas lamps, and speedometers as part of

Changes in Igniters. 

In cars selling as low as $2,500 the double 
system of ignition is used in many instances. 
Some use the magneto and storage battery, 
and but one case is known where a maker 
depends upon the magneto alone. These 
magnetos all are gear driven and instead of 
being an addition to a motor are made a part 
of it. 

Pew changes have been, made in carburet- 
ers, according to the independent diag- 
nosis, and every one has increased the size 
of the gasoline tank and some of them are 
placing it under the hood. Others put it 
under the frame in the rear and one instance. 
is noted of where a maker hangs it under the 
frame and in front of the back axle. 

The motor buggy has come to the front this 
year in a surprising manner.

An automobile owned and driven by Adrian 
C. Honoré, the brother of Mrs. Potter Palmer 
and Judge Lockwood Honoré, struck and 
killed a Greek peddler last night. The acci- 


dent, which occurred in Chicago avenue, be- 


tween Rush street and Lincoln Park boule-. 
vard, at:6 o'clock, was attributed by Mr. 
Honoré and witnesses to the lack of light | 
at the’ point alla to the sleet, which had coated 
the glass front of the automobile, obstructing. 
Mr. Honoré’s view. 

The ‘victim, John Kalish, who lived with 
his brothers in the rear of 422 North State 
street, is also blamed, in part, by Mr. Honoré 
and the police for the accident. He is said 
to have had his wagon standing in the middle 
of Chicago avenue without any lights. Kal- 
ish himself, apparently, was standing on the 
street, in the rear of the wagon, when he was 
struck. 

Grushed Between Auto and Wagon. 


‘The automobile, a brougham, struck the 
wagon, wedging the peddler between ‘it and 
the auto, fracturing his skull and pe pe 
internal injuries. 

As soon as Mr. Honoré felt the “shock of 
striking the man he shut off the power and 
alighted. Fire Capt. Lacey of engine com- 
pany 98, who was on his way to the engine 
quarters a short distance away, also hurried 
to the assistance of the victim. 

Kalish was extricated, and in an uncon- 
scious condition he was carried to Yergin's 
drug store, at Lincoln Park boulevard and 
Chicago avenue, by Mr. Honoré and Capt. 
Lacey. After asking that the police ambu- 
lance of the Chicago avenue station be called, 
Mr. Honoré hastened to the residence of Dr. 
E. W. Ryerson, his family physician, in the 
Winston apartments, across the street, and 
returned with the physician. 


Physicians Work in Vain. 

Dr. Charles McKenna, the ambulance sur- 
geon, arrived a few moments later, and, after 
a consultation, it was decided to take the in- 
jured man to the Passavant hospital. At the 
request of Mr. Honoré Dr. Ryerson accom- 
panied Dr. McKenna to the hospital. The 
two physicians worked over the victim for an 
hour, bat were unable to revive him. Ne died 
at 7:30 o'clock. 

Mr. Honoré in the meantime had gone to 
the Chicago avenue station, where he gave an 
account of the accident. He had just con- 
cluded: his story when word of the man’s 
death was received. Mr. Honoré was allowed 
to go home. 

At the time of the accident Mr. Honoré was 
oh his way from his office in the Marquette 
building ts ulis residence at 181 Lincoln Park 
boulevard. He had just turned from Rush 
street into Chicago avenue and proceeded 
only a short distance when the accident o-

Driving Machine Slowly. 
“JT was driving my machine at a slow rate 
of speed,” said Mr. Honoré, “in fact, at a 


‘slower rate than is my. wont, because of the 


darkness and the sleet, which obscured my 
vision through the glass front. The street 
was so dark that I could not see more than 
a few feet in front of me, and my first intima- 
tion of danger was when I felt the shock of 
striking something“ 

At the power house in Clybourn avenue, 
which supplies light on the street where the 
accident occurred, employés said the current 
was turned on at 5:24 o’clock as usual, and no 
break or accident had been reported.

Deposit Insurance Popular. 

A mych more radical theory which is pro- 
posed—the insurance of deposits in national 
banks—stands a much better chance of ex- 
tended discussion than might be imagined. 
Many representatives and senators: have 
come on here who say their people have taken 
up this idea seriously and have asked them 
to consider it. Some financiers are inclined 
to believe that a plan might be studied out 
which would effect some such insurance of 
depositors in national banks, the first re- 
sult of which, of course, would be the seri- 
ous impairment of deposit accounts in trust 
companies and state banks which could offer 
no such guarantees, 

During the course of discussion on this 
question of insurance deposits which demo- 
crats are preparing to urge upon the hint 
given’ them by Mr. Bryan, the fact will be 


4 brought out that the result would be to put 


all banks on a par. That is to say, a shaky 
bank managed in a careless manner and 
taking all sorts of risks, would offer the 
same guarantee to its depositors as the old, 
well established, conservative institution 
doing business only along the most prudent 
lines. Bankers say that the older institu- 
tions in the country would be forced to give 
up their charters as national banks, retire 
their circulation, and reorganize as trust 
companies or state banks to escape the neces- 

ty of pledging their great resources to 
| hold-ip smaller and more imprudent institu- 
tions. | 

There is no denying, however, that this 
insurance idea is popular. It seems to rank 
with the postal savings bank in ite hoid 
upon people, and it will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed. during the whole session with the 
probability that it will be inserted at least 
in the democratic platform and possibly 
in that of the republicans. : 


Slim Chance for Postal Savings. - 

For the postal savings banks themselves, 
as I have explained, there is not now a great 
deal of chance. The postmaster general 
proposes to take money from people in these 
postoffice banks at 2 per cent and imme- 
diately loan it to national banks at 2% per 
cent. He proposes to require no security 
for these government deposits, but would 
make them a first lien on the assets of banks. 
The result of this would be to diminish the 
security of every depositor in the national 
banks for the sake of securing savings de- 
positors from loss. If the insurance prin- 
ciple is applied to deposits in national banks 
it would therefore cover also deposits in the 
postal savings banks, and the burden on the 
guarantee fund would be correspondingly 
great, to say nothing of the necessity of 
guaranteeing government deposits of cash 
now held by national banks and secured by 
approved savings banks’ bonds and stocks. 

As to the parcels post, therg may be a big 
political fight. The democrats’ generally 
favor it because they know that Senator 
Platt and the influences behind him are op- 
posed to it. They hope to be able to taunt 
the republicans with having led to vote 
for the e ee recommended by the post- 
master general in his report and approved 
by the president himself in his message. It 
was under the last democratic administra- 
tion that rural free delivery was condemned 
as impracticable. This has always been a 
bitter pill for democrats to swallow, and 
they hope to even matters by alleging that 
the republicans were afraid to adopt the 
parcels post because of the opposition of 
the great express combine, of which Senator 
Platt is the recognized representative in 
congress. 


Big Fight Over Rail Questions. 

It is believed that the railroads will have 
a strong lobby here to secure some modifica- 
tion of the interstate commerce law and the 
Sherman anti-trust act. The railroads want 
the right to combine, not only through traffic 
agreements but by means of pooling arrange- 
ments, which will provide for an actual divi- 
sion of tariff receipts. The president pro- 
poses to go a long way in his message in this 
direction. He will urge that, inasmuch as 
the government has assumed the right abso- 
lutely to fixe rates, it has no further conrnern 
with the question as to the d- 
vision of receipts or apportionment 
of territory. He will recommend, there- 
fore, the gepeal of the section prohibiting 
pooling in the interstate commerce law, and 
a fication of the law, so that 
it will not threaten combinations of capital 
which are not actually harmful. These two 
questions are likely to produce a big fight. 
The democrats are ready to charge republic- 
| ans with surrender to the railroade and cor- 
porations, and they are awaiting the presi- 
dent's message with much eagerness, because 
they hope to torture out of it the theory 
that he has surrendered his well known prin- 
ciples, and has either been fooling the people 
all the time or has finally been captured and 
digested by the octopus itself. 


Much Action in Short Session. 


In all this there is great chance fer political 
gain, but not much assurance of valuable leg- 
isiative action for the people. Bach one of 
these great questions has so many sides and 
each political party is so afraid of committing . 
itself on the eve of a presidential election 
that the pages of the Congressional Record 

are likely to be cumbered with little except 
talk, the real results of this congress being 
left for the short session following the elec. 
tion, at which time the half dozen things left 
over next June can be taken up and disposed 
of almost overnight, as the republicans have 
an overwhelming majority in both houses of

TEST OF OGLESBY BILL URGED 


Speaker Shurtleff Suggests Man- 
damus Action in Supreme Court. 


DECLARES MEASURE IS BAD. 


Points Out Alleged Flaws in Speech to 
Irish Fellowship Club. 


“If the sponsors of the Oglesby direct 
primary bill are not fourflushing,” said 
Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff of the house of 
Tepresentatives yesterday, speaking at the 
tuncheon. of the Irish Fellowship clab on 
the subject of direct primaries, “ I can sug- 
gest to them how they can determine imme- 
diately whether it now is a law or-a dead 
bill. j , 

“The Supreme court meets next Tuesday 
in its December session. It hag jurisdiction 
in mandamus proceedings. I will accept 
service and appear before the court on Tues- 
day as defendant in any proceedings brought 
to prove that the Oglesby bill became an act 
of the legislature by receiving eighty-three 
votes in the house of representatives. 

Friends of the bill who say it was passed 
can have this question settled by Saturday 
if they choose to act and not merely to talk. 

Lieut. Gov. Sherman is so positive on the 
other side of the question that he said during 
the day in Springfield that he would not ap- 
point the senate conference committee until 
the Supreme court has had an opportunity 
to pase on the question in much the samie 
manner as is proposed by Speaker Shurtleff. 
Mr. Shurtleff has appointed the house com- 
mittee, but Mr. Sherman will hold his back.’ 

The Aieutenant governor has found a num 
ber of precedents in the records of the IIli- 
nos legislature and court decisions which 
are favorable to the contention that the 
Oglesby bill has been passed, and he be- 
lieves the court would hold that the bill has 
been passed by a proper vote. 


Defends Two-Thirds Veto Rule. 


Mr. Shurtleff in his talk went on to say 
what, in his opinion, would be the result if 
it were possible to pass an emergency bill 
by adopting a conference committee report 
by a constitutional majority instead of a 
two-thirds yote. . 

“ We will suppose,“ he said, that one of 
the state buildings has burned down, that 
the leigslature is in session, and thet an 
“emergency exists for an immediate appropri- 
ation for rebuilding. We will suppose that 
the house of representati by 102 votes 
passes an emergency bill appropriating $19, - 
000 for this purpose, and that this bill, going 
over to the senate, is aniended to provide 
an appropriation of $1,000,000. 

“The bill, coming back to the house 
this amendment, would not receive the con- 
currence of the house, and it would go to 
conference. We will suppose that the con- 
ference committee agreed that the appropri- 
ation should be $1,000,000 and so reported 
to both houses. 

“Then suppose that 77 votes in the house 
were all that were necessary to pass this 
bill. If such a sum had been in the orig- 


for it to get 102 votes in the house, but, being 
absolutely changed in its legislative prog- 
ress and being in a shape which would pre- 
vent it from passage with an e ency 
clause, it is adopted by Fr votes and becomes 
a law.

Power Concern's Demands 
Were Rejected. 


Some of the politics tn the water power 
Promotion scheme at Dresden Heights was 
brought “into the light at yesterday after- 
| noon’s session of the legislative investigating 
committee. 

The names of State Senator Richard Bart 
and Congressman Howard N. Snapp were 
mentioned at various times to show that 
when the water power promoters needed 
political work done these two Will county 
republicans tendered their services. 
“Evidence in the form of a signed statement 
was presented by President R. R. McCor- 
mick of the Chicago sanitary district board 
just before the committee adjourned in the 
afternoon and took a recess until Dec. 26. 


Tells of Demand Made by Barr. 

Mr. McCormick’s statement follows: 

“ At a meeting held in the Leland hotel, at 
which were present Isham Randolph, George 
M. Wisner, and Robert McCormick, repre- 
senting the sanitary district of Chicago, ané 
Congressman Howard N. Snapp, Senator 
Richard Barr, H. A. Fisher, and H. A. 
Stevens, representing Joliet, terms of a deep 
waterway bill were discussed, and were prac- 
tically agreed upon, until Senator Barr said 
in substance that he would a to no Dill 
that did not provide that the Economy Light 
and Power company be given on the switch- 
board of the power plant when completed, an 
amount of power equivalent to that which 
could de developed on the property owned 
by it under prices of condemnation at this 
time. Upon Mr. McCormick saying that he 
would consent to no such arrangement, the 
meeting broke up.“ 

Thie conference was one of a number held 
when efforts were being made to pase the bill 
allowing the sanitary district to extend its 
channel through Joliet to Lake Joliet, thus 
providing an additional three miles of deep 
waterway and giving to the sanitary board 
the water power privileges between Lockport 
and Lake Joliet. 


Bill Fought by Joliet. 

The bill was fought by Joliet on several 
grounds, one objection being to the elevation 
at which the district proposed to carry its 
waterway through the city. It was recog- 
nized in the legislature that Jollet had 
grounds for objection, and a majority of the 
downstate legislators convinced themselves 
that water power development was the duty 
of the state and not of a municipal corpora- 
tion in Chicago. 

As a result of this bill and the sentiment 
which grew-up either against it or because 
of it, the state has entered upon its present 
deepwater way and water power develop- 
ment schemes. Mr. Barr fought the sanitaty 
district at every step and was accountable 
largely for the defeat of the three: mile ex- 
tension measure. 

The charge made by Mr. McCormick before 
the investigating committee was that Sen- 
ator Barr was fighting the district in the 
interests of the Economy Light and Power 
company, and tie statement which went in 
the record charges him further with hav- 
ing promised to allow the bill to pass if the 
Economy company ‘was given a perpetual 
grant of power from the district switch board. 


Compromise Plan Rejected. 

If the bill had been passed the present dam 
at Jackson street, in Joliet, leased by the 
canal commissioners to the Economy cqm- 
pany, would have been removed, and with it 
would have gone the whole property of the 
Economy company at that point. 

Mr. Barr’s demand, according to Mr. Me- 
Cormick, was that the company should re- 
ceive from the district an equivalent for all 
the power now being developed by the Jack- 
son street dam. The compromise was not 
made and the bill was not passed. 

Mr. McCormick in his testimony also said 
that the canal commissioners had made a 
contract with the sanitary district regard- 
ing this dam, this being early in the construc- 
tion of the sanitary canal, and that after- 
wards the contract was abrogated and that 
the canal commissioners by court process 
compelled the sanitary district to build the 
water power plant there and to give all the 
power created there to the commission, which 
leased it to the Economy Light and Power 
company for $10,000 a year, the value of the 
power, according to Mr. McCormick, being 
$250,000. a year. 

Snapp Aids Power Promoters. 

Howard N. Snapp was the attorney who 
appeared for the canal commission in this 
proceeding. Mr. Snapp again appeared for 
the water power promoters who were seek- 
ing the consent of the federal war department 
for. the construction of the Dresden Heights 


dam. 

Mr. McCormick said he had early knowl- 
edge of the plans of Attorney Monroe in the 
Desplaines valley and that he had visited 
Dresden Heights with the attorney in the 
winter of 1905-06. 

“at that time,” he said, Monroe talked to 
me about the agreements he had with the 
canal commissioners relative to the Des- 
plaines at Dresden Heights and in Joliet. We 
talked about the trouble the sanitary district 
had had with the canal commissioners and 
Monroe suggested that probably it was be- 
cause the sanitary trustees had not always 
acted courteously towards the canal commis- 
sioners—because they had quarreted with | 
them at times. N

Gates Are Shut at Jamestown for 
last Time. 


“1 UNRULY CROWD TS PRESENT. 


Attempt Made to Prevent Company 
Going Into Receivership. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 80.—[Spectal.}]—With a 
“rough house,“ in which hundreds took part, 
the Jamestown exposition came to a close to- 
night. The danger at onetime to the govern- 
ment buildings was great enough to cause 
the calling out of the United States cavairy. 
The crowds, large and boisterous, had shown 
somewhat of a desire to smash things and the 
exposition guards were helpless. Little real 
damage was done, 


Closing Exercises Successful. 
The closing of the exposition, except for 
this, was brilliant and entertaining, despite 
the fact thet the company is financially em- 
barrassed and has some prospect of being 
thrown into the hands of receivers Monday 
morning. At the suggestion of the court, the 
creditors. remained quiet and allowed the 
fair to complete its natural life. 
The financial statement of Director Gener- 
al Alvah H. Martin, made at the close of the 
exposition tonight, furnished a surprise. He 
announced that, although forced to carry 
over incidental expenses to the amount of 
$45,000, due when he assumed the manage- 
ment Oct. 7, he has met running expenses, 
including pay rolls, and in addition paid 
$10,000 to the United States government on 
the $1, 000,000 loan. 7 
Tucker Sings Swan Song. 

President Harry St. George Tucker, in 
his valedictory address, declared that despite 
the fact that the exposition had been a failure 
financially, it had in every other way been 
a success and a credit to the nation. He 
urged that the beneficial effect would be felt 
in the years to come. The total attendance 
was announced to be in round figures 3,000, - 
000, of which 1,800,000 were paid admissions. 
Efforte are being made to prevent any

CALL 48-HOUR RUN’ T00 FAST 


Twentieth Century Limited's 
‘Time Soon May Be Raised. 


DUE TO WISH OF PATRONS. 


New York Central to Act Independently 
of Pennsylvania. 


Plans are being considered for increasing 
the running time of the Twentieth Century 
limited, the crack train on the New York 
Central, from eighteen to nineteen and one- 
half hours. If this is done it will be in defer- 
ence to the wishes of patrons of the train, 
who petitioned the management last winter 
to lengthen the schedule. It also is probable 
the service will be doubled so that two fast 
trains will leave Chicago for New York 
every day. 

It was reported yesterday the details of the 
new schedule had been worked out and the 
change would become effective Dec. 6. This, 
however, was not admitted by the offictals. 
They said no definite decision had been 
reached, so far as they knew, but were in- 
clined to the belief the change would be made. 


Road Acts Independently. 


In doing this the New York Central will 
act independently of the Pennsylvania, 
which also has an eighteen hour train to 
New Tork. It is said an unsuccessfu! effort 
was made to induce the Pennsylvania offi- 
cilals to increase the running time of their 
train. 

According to the plan under consideration, 
the arriving time at.each terminal will be the 
same. Each train will start an hour and a 
half earlier and if this is adopted the Cen- 
tury will leave Chicago at 1 o'clock instead 
of 2:30. Under the same arrangement, it 
would leave New York at 2:15 instead of 3:45 
o'clock. One official, in discussing the pro- 
posed change, said: 

“Go far as I know, the matter still is under 
consideration. Should the change be made it 
will, I believe, be a winter schedule only, and 
de in deference to our patrons. The train has 
proved popular and not so much because of 
the speed as for the accommodations af- 
forded. It is my belief that were the speed 
reduced and the same service given the train 
would prove even a gregter drawing card. as

League’s aoa Today Will 
Concentrate Efforts on Sa- 
loons Near Stations. 


WANT POLICE TO TESTIFY 
Volunteers Believe Patrolmen’ s 
Words Would Have Weight 
in Trials to Come. 


The Chicago Law and Order league, it 
developed yesterday, ie seeking earnestly 
the codperation of the city police in its cam- 
paign to compel the closing of saloons on 
Sunday, in accordance with the statute of 
1845. 

Policemen who are found frequenting sa- 
loons today by the agents of the league will 
be invited, or subponsed if necessary, to 
testify in court to the violation of the law. 
The word of a patrolman that a saloon was 
doing business on Sunday will have great 
weight with a jury, it is thought. Volunteer 
investigators, who never have been in a 


Saloon before, might be mistaken or con- 


, fuged, but a po.iceman would be able to give 
expert testimony. 


Watch Saloons Near Stations. 

The league's officers are so earnest in their 
deaire to. secure the aid of the police that 
they will concentrate their investigation of 
open saloon conditions today on the tippling 
houses located in the immediate vicinity of 
police stations. President Arthur Burrage 
Farwell has been informed that in some of 
these localities policemen at any time may 
be found in large numbers in the saloons near 
the precinct headquarters and on a Sunday 
afternoon it is difficult at first glance to 
tell which is the police station and which the 
saloon. 

It was stated at the league's headquarters 
in the Commercial National bank building 
that some of this evidence already is in hand. 
As a result of the initial investigation last 
Sunday, the league hae the names of several 
policemen who will be summoned to testify 
to violations of the law. Some were in uni- 
form and others in plain clothes. The num- 
bers of the uniformed men were secured and 
several of the detectives were recognized by 


th investigators. 


A special corps of half a dozen sleuths will 
be assigned to the saloons tn the vicinity of 
police stations and the instructions are to 
watch each place several hours. In this way 
it is hoped to catch some extremely credible 
and otherwise valuable witnesses. 

In other directions the league will continue 
today to gather evidence that saloons are 
open in defiance of the law. 


Will Fight to the End. 

The Liquor Dealers’ Protective association 
stated saloons would continue open on Sun- 
day, and every/ move of the league would 
be fought to the last ditch. 

The gathering of the evidence, however, 
will not be pushed on the grand scale in- 
augurated last Sunday. There will be about 
twenty-five investigators, but almost to a 
man they will be of the amateur variety. 
Volunteers work without pay and buy the 
drinks necessary to secure evidence out of 
their own pockets. Detectives, the league 
has discovered, will not do this. Young 
men will be supplied for volunteer work by 
the Hyde Park, Hinglewood, North Side, 
South Chicago, and other law and order 
organizations. 

The plan is to send investigators to a large 
number of the saloons visited last Sunday to 
ascertain if the proprietors. still persist in 
violating the law. If they are found open 
thé proprietors will de rearrested on the 
evidence obtained. Other saloons not visited 
last Sunday also will be investigated, with 
a view to starting more prosecutions. 

No Visits to Hotels Today. 

Mr. Farwell said no special effort would 
be made during the day to secure evidence of 
open bars in hotels and clubs, 

„We don't mean to neglect the hotels and 
clubs,’ said he. We shall push this cam- 
paign against every person who violates the 
law by selling liquor on Sunday. We don't 
mean to exempt the hotels and clubs, for the 
reason that we believe in equal fights for ali 
and special privileges for none. Wherever 
we obtain evidence of the violation of the 
Sunday closing law by hotels and clubs we 
shall present it to the courts. 

„ Win you yourself do any investigating 
tomorrow? Mr. Farwell was asked. 

„I may.“ he replied. ‘ Last Sunday I was 
busy at several meetings, and whether 1 
shall gather any evidence personally tomor- 
row depends upon the demands upon my 
time. 

Ministers Continue Fight. 

There will be Sunday closing sermons 
preached in a number of churches in the 
morning and evening. Emery S. Walker, at- 
torney for the league, in the evening win 
describe the work of the ofganization at the 
Ravenswood Presbyterian church, Cullom 
and Hermitage avenues. Mr. Farwell an- 
nounced thére would be a Sunday closing 
massmeeting on Dec. 9 in a hail yet to bese- 
lected. C. W. Trickett, assistant attorney 
general of Kansas. will make an address. 

Attorney Walker is preparing for the legal 
contest which will open with the trial of the 
saloonkeepers before Judge Fake on Dec. 10. 
He is confident of securing some convictions. 
The program then is to demand that the 
mayor revoke the licenses of the proprietors 
convicted, while proceedings also may be in- 
stituted looking to the forfeiture of the 
$2,000 bond the licensee is required to give.

Wher 
I came into one a ment, in the rear of a 
basement, I Was given a strange reception. 
The man and his wife sat on the bed’ and, as 
there were no 2 they made room for me 
on a dig trunk which was evidently brought 
from the old country. / 

“Then, by the murky light which came 
from two wax candies, the husband took 
down an accordion fromthe wall and began 
to play. It was strange, but I must confess 
it was wonderful music to me. I bad never 
heard thie like of t before. The man’s face 
glowed with a painful happiness Upon H- 
ticing the growing interest in my face the 
man began to play his accordion harder. 
When he quit playing he was as pale as 
death, while-his wife was choking with sobs. 
It was the most effective, the most touching 
and sincere music that I ever had heard in my 
life,”

A walk through some of the streets in- 
habited almost entirely by immigrants 
brought out some interesting features. Many 
of them begin to pa as saon as their sup- 
per is over, and play al 
The harmonica takes the place of a news- 
paper with many. Ane with not a few it 
takes the plate of the saloon. 

In one instance a phonograph supplied the 
musical wants of a large family, which was 
equaled’ by almost as many boarders. A 
Polish youth who listened to it for a few 
moments explained his dissatisfaction with 
the phonogtaph as follows: 

No good, no musie, no feel it.“ 

With this he clutched his fingers and put 
his hand in the position in wich he holds hie 
harmonica, illustrating how in it the actual 
working of the organ carr be felt. 


On a harmonica,’’ the young man said, | 


wher’ told that he might speak Polish, one 
feels that he is making music. There is a 
lot in that feeling, as much as there is in 
the music itself, while the phonograph only 
makes a noise, diverts one without giving the 
pleasure which the acutal creation and play- 
ing out of a piece of music gives one. A 
phonograph only repeats the words of an- 
other; an accordion allows you to make 
your own music, to pour into it your thoughts 
and longings and aspirations.’

Attendance at German Univer- 
sities Decreases Notably. 


KAISER’S SCHEME FAILURE.

Exchange of Professors with America 


Lacks Desired Result.

BERLIN. Nov. 30.—Despite the kaiser’s 
heroic efforts in the shape of professional 
exchanges and other measures in behalf of 
a. German-American intellectual entente. 
statistics published this week indicate that 
the attendance of American students at the 
University of Berlin pas fallen to the emall- 
est figure for a long time. Only sixty-eight 
men and twenty-seven women are at present 
enrolled as compared with a total of over 
200 three years ago and over 400 in 1897. In- 
quiries at Heidelberg; Gottingen, Jena, Leip- 
sic, Halle, and other prominent universities 
reveal that the shrinkage in Bertin is typical 
of conditions elsewhere. 

President Hadley of Yale, this year’s 
Roosevelt professor at the University of 
Berlin, was asked the cause of this abnormal 
state of affairs. ‘*‘ The so-called hard times 
in the United States, said he, have nothing 
Go with the falling off of American students 
in Germany. In fact, it has been our experi- 
ence that increased numbers of young men 
and women flock to the universities at home 
and abroad during times of commercial de- 
pression because opportunities for remuner- 
ative employment are less during such times. 

“The only explanation for the fact that 
fewer Americans now are studying in Ger- 
man universities is that Germany no longer 
enjoyg/the monopoly of advanced theoretical 
teaching which she formerly did. ‘The fa- 
cilities of other countries, notably of our own, 
have been extensively widened, and as they 
continue to develop the necessity for going 
to Germany becomes correspondingly less. 
Twenty-five years ago Germany’ . n 
was absolute.“ 

The causes which Hadley analyzes were 
the ones in mind of the far sighted kalger 
when he originated his German American 
university rapprochement idea. His majes-

Germany from becoming diverted to England 
and France, where,notwithstanding Emperor 
William’s endeavors, it is reported that more 
Americans than ever before now are matricu- 
lated in the universities.

NEW MODEL FLYING MACHINE 


Henry Savage Landor Tells of Im- 
portant Discovery from Paris. 


TRIES IT OUT IN SECRET. 


Onee Nearly Broke His Neck in Flight, 
but Still Is Undaunted. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PARIS,’ Nov. 30.—Henry Savage Landor, 
the explorer, said today that he wae about 
to try a new flying machine made on en- 
tirely djffenemt principles than those tried in 
Paris, and had reason to believe the experi- 
mems would be attended with success. 

‘During long voyages like that across 
Africa,” said Landor, ‘‘I have plenty of time 
to think about such things and have been 
obsessed for a long time with the idea of 
mechanical flight. I believe I have founda 
solution and have just completed a machine 
in Paris which I intend taking next week 
to my place near Florence, where I can try 
it in secret. Small models with wing ex- 
pansion of twelve to fifteen feet already have 
flown with a weight of ten or twelve pounds. 
The machine now constructed is of sufficient 
size to carry a man. 

It ie not generally known that I almost 
broke my neck trying to fly fifteen years 
ago, when I invented a machine similar to 
that now being used by Farman, but in those 
days there was no small, powerful motor. I 
used foot power and started my machine 
down an incline by pedaling for dear life. It 
actually went up in the air fifteen feet, but 
my strength gave out and I came down with 
a thud. I was laid up for a month and then 
reconstructed the machine. My agent tried 
it, but he met the same fate.”

Haynes Roadster Wins Trophy 
in 600 Mile Reliabil- 
ity Contest.

A Haynes roadster, No. 14, driven by Frank 
Nutt, is the winner of the Miles trophy, the 
first prise in the 600 mile three days’ relia- 
bility run of the Chieago Motor club, which 
wound up Thursday night. Thisdecision was 
announced late last night by the technical 
committee after two days epent in carefully 
lo into the records and examining each 
cars condition after battling three days 
over western highways. 

In addition to winning the chief honors the 
Haynes abo gained additional laurels in be- 
ing the only one of the thirty-five cars to go 
through with 4 perfect score: in marked 
contrast to runs of this character in which 
generally two-thirds of the cars have clean 
records. 

The successful car 10 a thirty horse power 
création. equipped with Diamond tires, and 
the strenuous examination made by the tech- 
nical committee failed to disclose one flaw. 
The winning driver, Frank Nutt, is a veteran 
of national reputation and two years ago he 
handled the Haynes racer in the Vanderbilt 
cup race, qualifying for the final, in which 
he made a creditable showing. 


Youngest Driver Is Second. 

Second prize, the B. F. Goodrich’ com- 
pany’s silver ale set, went to No. 29, the 
Pierce Arrow six cylinder touring car en- 
tered by Henry Paulman and driven by Ar- 
thur Kumpf, the 17 year old boy who was 
the youngest driver in the test. By a strange 
coincidence the Pierce was shod with Good- 
rich tires and got the Goodrich trophy. Two 
points penalization was lodged against the 
car, the demerit marks being for a loose 
grease cup on the rear axle. 

Third place and the New Southern cup were 
won by No. 30, an Oldsmobile roadster of 
thirty-eight horse power, shod with Good- 
rich tires, entered by the Olds Motor works 
and driven by Ralph Owen. Six points sep- 
arated the Oldsmobile from a perfect score, 
the penalty being inflicted for a loose boot 
on the drive Bhaft and a failure on the brake 
test to come up to the rigid requirements. 

Twenty-seven cars out of the thirty-five 
survived the test, but the judges were able 
to announce the penalizations of only ten of 
them last night. They hope to complete the 
task today. 


Loose Bracket Costs Eight Points. 

In fourth place was the Rambler roadster, 
thirty-two horse power, Goodrich tires, driv- 
en by Ted Collier. This car suffered eight 
points penalization for a loose speedometer 
bracket, the loss of the ruby glass out ofa 
tail lamp. and in the brake test. : 

The only car in Class C' to show in 
the first ten was the Auburn touring car 
of twenty-four horsepower, fitted with Good- 
rich tires, and entered by the Auburn Auto- 
mobile company. R. E. Parker drove it and 
the car was placed fifth. It is charged 
with ten points, its front axle, wheels, and 
spindles being out of plumb, according to 
the official examination. 

This was the last car upon which the 4om- 
mittee announced the exact nature of the 
penalties. In sixth place was one of the 
three White steamers that competed, No. 
23, the White roadster, driven by William 
Leitch. It is of thirty horse power and had 
on Goodrich tires. It was debited twelve 
points. The No. 88 Locomobile was seventh 
with fourteen points against it. This car 
is a forty horse power creation fitted with 
Fisk tires and was driven by W. Mitchell. 


Studebaker Eighth in List. 

The Studebaker got into the charmed circle 
in eighth,place with sixteen points against it. 
It contested in class B, was driven by Will- 
lam Smith, and was shod with Diamond tires. 
Ninth was the Kisselkar, No. 28, driven by 
Webb Jay, once a prominent track racer, 
who pulled the car through with efghteen 
points debit. The Kisselkar is of thirty-five 
horsepower and had on Goodrich tires. Tenth 
was the National fifty horsepower roadster, 
equipped with Diamond tires and driven by 
John Altken. It was set back twenty-six 
points, 

Thus the most strenuous rellability run 
ever promoted in this country came to an 


conclusion of the three days’ traveling, each 
car was compelled to submit itself to an ex- 
amination as to its mechanical condition. 
This consisted of a rigorous test in which the 
driver was compelled to show how his gears 
were working, the condition of his brakes, 
how his motor was running, and which 
wound up with the committee carefully scru- 
tinizing every loose screw or bolt and any 
damage done the car as a whole by the run. 


5 Predictions Go Astray. 


In this many failed to come up to require- 
ments. It had been predicted there would 
be a bunch of perfect scores, and on the 
face of the reports of the observers it looked 


the three days journey Thursday night 
there were ten cars which had escaped penal- 
ization for failure to be at controls on time 
or for making repairs or adjustments on the 
road. The examination afterwards, how- 
ever eliminated all of these save the Haynes. 
Of the first ten not one was penalized for. 
failure to check in on time at the various 
controls. 

The three days’ test was split into three 
sections, going to South Bend and back the 
first day, a distance of 221 miles; to Rockford 
and back, 190 miles, the second day, and to 
Ottawa and back, miles, the third day. 
The rules forbid any repairs or replacements 
without penalties, and everything possible 
on the car was sealed. Observers nominated 
by the factories were used. The technical 
committee consisted of David Beecroft, F. 
E. Edwards, and Berne Nadal, assisted by 
Frank H. Trego. The referee of the test was 
F. C. Donald, president of the Chicago 
Motor club. 

Few Accidents in Test. 

No serious accidents occurred, although in 
one or two instances the drivers had close 
calls. C. A. Coey went into the ditch before 
he had gone fifteen miles the first day and 
was eliminated at this point. C. W. Price, 
a little farther on, skidded and snapped an 
axle. R. W. Cook. broke a rear axle, but 
returned to town for another one, continu- 
ing the run to the finish:

New Orleans, La., Nov. 30.—[Speciah ]— 
The redoubtable Jack Atkin, for whose 
prowess most of thetrainers hereabouts have 
had a wholesome respect, was beaten sound- 
ly by W. H. Fizer’s smart 2 year old Pinkola 
in the Test stakes, the feature event at City 
park today. ‘ 

Of.six carded starters only the two named 
and Keator were colored, and Jack Atkin 
was held a prohibitive favorite, while Pinkola, 
was to be had at 18 to 5. 

At the weights—Pinkola 98, and Atkin 117— 
the horses were not evenly matched. Pinkola 
had the best of it and showed it by fairly 
running away from the crack. Off 
to good advantage, he opened a lead of a 
length and a half for the run down to the 
backstretch, and easily made it two lengths 
for the finish without being put to a serious 
effort when Jack Atkin made his final chal- 
lenge: Keator had no part in shaping the 
result. 

The track was much improved, and, al- 
though slow time wag recorded in most of 
the races, might have been called fair. The 
weather, on the other hand, had turned chill 
and dreary and under these conditions the 
Saturday crowd was not up to the average. , 


‘Blunder by the Starter. 

The unusual occurrence of a field of horses 
being sent on their way. before the favorite 
had joined his fleld at the post marred the 
running of the steeplechase. By permission 


and Bank Holiday, a 20 to 1 chance, were 
taken to the jump for the sight of the ob- 
stacle before lining up at the post. Bank 
Holiday got almost back to the fleld, but W. 
K. Slade was no place near when Dade swung 
his flag.

BY CONFERENCE. 


“Big Nine“ Faculty Repre- 
sentatives Fail to Decide 
Football Problems. 


WIL MEET AGAIN JAN. 4. 


Stagg Made Chairman; Michi- 
gan’s Return Likely; Track 
Event June 6.

The intercollegiate conference of faculty 
representatives met yesterday at the Audi- 
torium to discuss the athletic situation in the 
colleges, especially in regard to football. The 
session lasted all day and many points were 
discussed, but little definite action was taken, 
the members wishing to confer with their 
respective faculties and boards of control 
before casting a final vote. Final action will 
de taken at a meeting to be held on Jan. 4. 

Prof. Stagg of Chicago was elected chair- 


man and Prof. Wilson of Northwestern sec-. 


retary. Much of the early portion of the 
meeting was spent in discussing the incom- 
petency of the officials in the western games 
during the season just closed, much dissatis- 
‘faction being expressed at the interpretation 
of the rules in some of the more important 
games. The need of a uniform interpretation 
of. the code was declared necessary by many 
of the delegates. 


Michigan Willing to Play in “Big Nine” 
Prof. Bates of Michigan attendedthe meet- 
ing and exercised full voting power. He 
expreseed Michigan's willingness to play 
conference teams and thought this would 
take place next year. He declared: It was 
simply a question of whether Michigan iz to 
be governed by the students or by the faculty, 
and it ‘appears as if the faculty would win 
out.” Evidently the faculty is strongly in 
favor of the Woiverines returning to big 
nine games, while the students are in favor 
of looking eastward for games. According 
to Prof, Bates Michigan never left the con- 
ference, but took action last April not to 
live up to the conference rules, and this 
action expires on Dec. 31, and then Michigan 
can take whatever action it pleases. 
The election of “Germany” Schultz as 
captain of, the football team for next season 
will not stand if,Michigan decides to live up 
to the conference rulings. The great center 
has played his limit under the new rules, and 
a new captain will have to be elected. At 
any rate his election has to be ratified by 
the board of control and this has not been 
done as yet. The Wolverine delegate said 
he looked for Michigan to play the con- 
ference colleges next year. 


No Decision on Schedule. 

Considerable time was taken up in a dis- 
cussion of the schedule with no definite re- 
sult. Mr. Stagg said: The seven game 
schedule looks most favorable, ag Chicago 
and Wisconsin were the only ones who are 
opposed to it at pregent, and as it takes but 
six votes to carry the measure, I look for 
more games next season.“ 

The majority of the representatives re- 
quested that the question be tabled until the 
meeting next month in order to give them a 
chance to discuss it thoroughly with the 
faculties, but all seemed to be of the opinion 
that the schedule would be increased next 
year. \ ' 

Big Games for Northwestern. 

There is every reasom to believe that North- 
western will resume football next year. as 
concerted action is being taken by alumni 
and students to bring about this end. It is 
up to thé trustees to decide the matter, and 
as yet there is no telling when this board 
will meet, but they have the power to re- 
scind the present rule any time they see fit, 
and représentatives from the institution think 
this action will be taken shortly. 

In view of the fact that seven games are 
likely to be played, no contests were sched- 
uled, this action being deferred until a de- 
cision was reached. If seven games are to 
be played there is every reason to believe 
that at least two big games will be played 
in Chicago next season, which will be a 
most welcome event to the followers of the 
sport. 

Director George Huff of Illinois and Coaches 
Sheldon of Indiana and Williams of Minne- 
sota were present, but had no voice in the 
meeting. Managers of Athletics Eager of 
Nebraska and Reed of Minnesota were on 
hand to arrange baseball dates, but little 
was done, as it was thought better to wait 
for Michigan to take its step. 


Action on Cross Country Run. 

The date of the annual conference athletic 
meet was fixed for June 6, 1908, and it was de- 
cided to hold it on Marshal! field. 

The conference decided that the cross 
country run should come under its jurisdic- 
tion and that the run should be held annual- 
ly the Saturday before Thanksgiving day. 

A resolution was passed to the effect that 
students taking regular combined courses 
shall not be barred from athletic competition 
by graduation. A 

The names of sixty minor colleges were 
suggested for additions to the so-called 
eligibility list, it being advised that players 
from teams of these schools could not go to 
one of the confegence teams and play during 
their first years. 

The fees of football officials were fixed at 
$50 for major games and $25 for minor games 
and that their expenee accounts should be 
itemized. 

It was decided that Sacred Heart academy 
was not of college rank.

Suggestion to Limit Number of Players 
Is Important,

The annual fall meetings of the major 
leagues are only ten days away, the Nationa! 
league being due to convene in New York a 
week from next Tuesday and the American 
league meeting being scheduled for Chicago 
on Dec. 11. Business affairs and deals for 
players usually occupy the attention of the 
magnates at their winter meetings, leaving 
the schedules and playing rules for the spring 
meetings. | 

Fewer trades have been made in the Na- 
tional than in the American league 80 far, 
so that the chances favor more activity in 
that line at the New York than in 
this city next week. The Boston Nationals 
have Manager Tenney to exchange for a 
good man, but President Dovey just now is 
tangled up waiting for Joe Kelley to come 
down out of the clouds and accept the man- 
agement of the Doves at some sort of a sal- 
ary ‘which can be paid without resorting to 
clearing house checks. New York,. Pitts- 
burg, and Philadelphia are reported to be 
angling for Tenney, and he would strength- 
en any one of the three clubs considerably, 
if he does not contract a case of sulks 
through being deposed from his ton job. 
Tenney is too good a hustler on diamond 
to sulk for long, at that. 


Cubs Not in Need of More Strength. 

President Murphy of the world’s champion 
Cubs probably will do nothing in the player 
market this winter unless it be with some of 
the recruiting material he has secured. The 
Cubs’ work last season did not indicate any 
great need of new strength. While not in- 
clined to the stand pat policy, President 
Murphy and Manager Chance both are forced 
to adopt it in some measure next year on 
account of the popularity of all the players 
connected with a world’s champion team. 
It Is safe to say none of the men who helped 
win that title will be missing when the bell 
rings, except by accident. 

The American league has been unusually 
active for that organization in the matter of 
deals for players, already having exchanged 
over a dozen men, and there is little talk of 
more doings in that line. The Cleveland club 
stfil has some of the men whom it is willing 
to dispose of in exchange for better players, 
but the difficulty with the proposition is that 
other clubs want better players in the deal, 
too. In all probability Stovall, the Naps’ 
former first baseman and the best utility 
man on that team, will be disposed of in 
some way during the winter. Hisrun in with 
Manager Lajoie makes it impossible for 
both to remain on the same team, and there 
is no chance for Cleveland to live without 
its Larry. Boston is willing to trade off Bob 
Unglaub, who was not altogether satisfied 
with the job of playing first base after hav- 
ing a try at the management, and Washing- 
ton is angling for him. 

President Comiskey of the White Sox has 
some men to dispose of now that the loss of 
the world's championship enables him to do 
so without removing any of the south side’ 
heroes from the city. The difficulty experi- 
enced by the Old Roman is that nobody 
wants to trade with him, his rivals feeling 
pretty sure Chicago will not get the short 
end of any deal, no matter what it is. 


Oppose Limitation of Players. 

One matter which promises to cause some 
discussion at the National's meeting is the 
suggestion of President Dovey of Boston that 
a rule be passed limiting the number of 
players to be carried by each club to eighteen 
and providing that not more than five new 
men can be added to each club in a year. 
The first half of the Bostonian’é suggestion 
will encounter decided opposition probably, 
and is not altogether in line with wisdom, 
its sole merit being in the line of economy. 
But the second half of his suggestion is a 
good one and may bear fruit before long, 
although it is a good many years from being 
a new idea. . 

Eighteen able bodied men would be enough 
for any club, but when two or three mem- 
bers of a team, particularly if they are reg- 
ulars, are in the hospital list, the strength 
of a team is likely to be impaired seriously. 
There should be sufficient leeway allowed 
to prevent the necessity of pressing pitchers 
into service in the field, except in phenomenal 
emergencies. President Murphy of the Cubs 
is a strong opponent of Dovey’s suggestion, 
and it is an incontrovertible fact, based on 
the records of last season, that Chicago owes 
its second pennant to his policy of carrying 
sufficient substitutes of ability and skill to 
provide for the emergencies which arise in 
any race, unless a team is so exceptionally 
lucky as to keep its regular lineup intact for 
six months. 


Six Pitchers Needed. 


Experience has shown that six regular 
pitchers is the minimum limit of safety for 
a major leagueteam. Two catchers are not 
enough for all emergencies, as has been 
shown often. There should be another in 
reserve. Add to those nine the seven regu- 
lar players and there is left room for only 
two seasoned substitutes within the limit 
of eighteen. That leaves no provision 
whatever for carrying a youngster or two in 
excess of probable needs for use in unusual 
emergencies. 

The suggestion to permit adding only five 
players to any team ina year fromthe minor 
leagues would answer all the purposes re- 
stricting teams to a sensible limit in the 
mat of playing talent, but it Is possible 
no drastic remedy will be needed to prevent 
recent extravagance farther than that 
adopted by the natfonal commission recent- 
ly in curtailing the practice of loaning play- 
ers by the “option system.” With that rule 
in effeect next spring Mr. Dovey probably 
will find it much easier to get players for 
the Doves than he has since he broke into 
the game. 

May Remove Pop Bottle Evil. 

Legislation looking to the removal of the 
pop bottle evil from the games 18 needed by 
both dig leagues—and the minors as well. 
Both major league presidents have expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of prohibiting 
the peddling of any kind of bottled drinks to 
a baseball crowd. and some of the club own- 
ers favor the plan. Probably the majority 
will object to it, however, as it will cut off a 
small portion of a club's revenues. It will be 
decidedly interesting to learn the actual vote 
on the proposition, if it gets that far, to as- 
certain what club owners put revenue, how- 


ever small, above the feelings of their pa- 


trons and the safety of players and umpires 
from bottle throwing bugs.

Midshipmen Win the Annual 


Football Game at Phila- 
delphia, 6 to 0. 


| VAST THRONG SEES PLAY. 


Only Touchdown Scored in First 
Half by Capt. Douglas, Who 
Proves a Star. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 30.—The naval 
academy 
twin. West Point in ttetr annual football 
conflict on Franklin field by a score of 6 to 0 
before a brilliant gathering of nearly 30,000 
persons. Although the score looks close, the 
West Point team never seriously threatened 
the Annapolis goal, the midshipmen playing 
all around the army at nearly every stage 
of the contest. 

The result wes a surprise to the army, for, 
with a heavier team, more experience, and a 
better season's record than the navy, the 
cadets from up the Hudson could see nothing 
but victory, but after the first few scrim- 
mages it was seen the navy was strong by 
the way the midshipmen tore up the cadets’ 
line and raced around their ends. 

army plainiy was on the run. But, 
ke good soldiers, they came back ard 
fought the sailors hard. It was no use, how 
ever, for it was the navy's day. 
Game Is Poorly Played. 

From a scientific viewpoint the game wi!!! 
not go down in history as a first class con- 
test. True, it was hard from beginning to 
end, but it was marred by much fumbling 
‘and other misplays. The new style plays, 
particularly the forward passes, were fail- 
ures nearly every time they weretried. The 
loss of distance through players failing to 
éatch the passes more than made up for the 
ground gained. 

Neither side appeared to have the stre 
to penetrate its opponents’ line success . 
and both teams resorted to much punting 
and to end runs, 

The only score of the game was made in 
the first half, which was full of action from 
kickoff to whistle. The midshipmen twice 
had the ball within striking distance, and 
each time failed to follow up their advan- 
tage, but finally, after a punting duel, an 
army man fumbled and a midshipman fell 
on the pigskin on the army's twenty-five 
yard line. 7 

Lone Touchdown Is Scored. 

Douglas, who played a wonderful game 
for the navy, went through the West Point 
line for ten yards. A forward pass helped 
some, and another Une play put the ball two 
yards from the army's goal. The soldiers 
braced, but the navy was not to be denied. 
Selecting Douglas to make the try, the mid- 
shipmen dux their feet into the ground and. 
with a mighty plunge forward, carried the 
half back with them with what proved to be 
the win worte. Lange kicked goal. 

During the remainder of the first half 
the navy several times got within twenty 
yards of the army’s goal, but each time lost 
the ball through fumbling or a poor forward 
pass. Lange, the navy's quarter back, tried 
a field goal, but it was blocked. 

The second half was listless, play frequent- 
ly being stopped to enable the trainers to 
fix up injured men. Each team constantly 
punted, with the hope of recovering the ball 
on fumbles in its opponents territory. This 
frequently happened. 

Navy‘s Captain Is Star. : 

The star of the game was Capt. Douglas. 
His punting was uniformly good, and his 
tackling sure. But it was in running with 
the dall that he excelled most. He kept his 
feet well and ran with such power and judz- 
ment that he frequently was able to make 
five and ten yards. and sometimes more. 

Demott and Dague, the Navy ends, also 
showed up well, being down the field with 
the ball every time it was punted and aiding 
much in breaking up the army’s interference, 
For the army, Beavers was called upon to

The West Point cadets, who came to Phlla- 
delphia to cheer their team, were the firat 
to march oh the field, headed by a band. 
They formed into six companies and 
marched to a section in the center of the 
stand. 

The midshipmen followed a few minutes 
later and formed into twelve companies, but 
instead of marchirig to the section allotted 
to them they quick stepped it. At a signal, 
standing at “ attention,” they gave vent to 
their famous siren yell.

REVIEW OF THE: SEASON. 


Lack of More Practice Games to 
Give Men Experience Is 
Great Handicap. 


. 


Ranking of conference teams:

The football season just closed has left 
plenty of food for thought. The teams in the 
wert as a whole were not up to the standard 
of former years, and this is accounted for by 
the fact many of the men were playing their 
first year of college football. That experi- 
ence is a big factor no one can doubt after 
watching the Cariisle Indians play. As it 
is now, thanks to the conference ruling, one 
year is taken from the four that a western 
college man originally had. 

That five games are not enough was dem- 

onstrated again and again during the season. 
Wisconsin attributes ite defeat by Lllinois to 
the fact no preliminary games were pleyed. 
Minnesota and Chicago both showed the need 
of more hard games. The teams are practic- 
ing eight and nine weeks and might better be 
playing practice games than waiting for a 
game to come off. 
Again, the students and followers of a uni- 
versity merit some consideration. Five 
games give them little opportunity to enjoy 
their favorite sport. Athletics are just as im- 
portant a part of college life andof the train- 
ing and foundation for good citizenship, 
which is the end and aim of college life, as 
are Greek and Latin. 


„ Chicago Well in Lead. 

In rating the conference teams of ‘te sea- 
son just closed, Chicago heads the list as 
undisputed champion. Its play was far more 
advanced and polished than any of its op- 
ponents. The team took a decided slump in 
the last game against the Indians, and ap- 
peared to be hypnotized by the versatile at- 
tack of the red men. In the games against 
western rivals the’ Maroons showed their 
class, outclassing and outplaying their op- 
ponents in nearly all departments of the 
game. With Steffen to lead them next year, 
and with another season's experience, it 
looks as if Chicago has an excellent chance 
to retain the western championship. * 

Minnesota is placed second in the list be- 
cause of its great showing against the In- 
dians. While not fully proficient in the new 
game, Minnesota was blessed with a great 
kicker, who could be depended upon in cases 
of necessity. Capron saved the Gophers’ 
bacon in all the contests except those against 
Chicago and the Indians, and his work 


‘gtamped him as one of the bright stars of 


the western gridiron. Williams adhered too 
much to old style tactics guring the greater 
part of the year, and he must adapt himself 
and his team to the new game if he expects 
to land another western championship for 


Minnesota. 


Third Place to Badgers. 
Wisconsin, although beaten in the first game 
by Illinois, merits third place by tying Minne- 
sota in a briliiant uphill fight in the final 
game. The Badgers did_well considering the 
bunch of mediocre matérial from which to 
pick an eleven. If Wisconsin had had the 
benefit of a few preliminary games early in 
the season theré is vittle doubt it would have 
made a much better showing. With prac- 
tically no shining light on the team the 
Badgers earned all their victories through 
team work and clever execution of the for- 
ward pass. 

Iowa is placed ahead of Illinois on account 
of Ats victory over Illinois. On a comparative 
score basis Illinois by defeating Wisconsin, 
which Iowa was unable to do, would be placed 
a notch higher than the Hawkeyes. But

In the first game of 
the season the Orange and Blue were over- 
whelmed by the Maroons, but the dogged de- 
termination of the state players to hang on 
and come back strong in the next game 18 a 
characteristic which has marked the work of 
all the teams representing this institution in 
the last ten years. 


Illinois “Spirit” Valuable. 

The spirit of never give up and “ keep 
trying is a thing which ie admired by all 
lovers of college sports. Whether Ilinots 
will retain the graduate coaching system is 
a question, but if a good coach is selected 
Illinois will have a great team next year, 
as ite freshmen are by all odds superior to 
those of any other college. 

Indiana, with its bunch of green material, 
did all that could be expected, but seemed to 
lay too much stress on winning the Chicago 
game at the sacrifice of its other games. 
The Hoosiers were pointed for this one game, 
the first on their schedule, and in other 
games they showed the effects of the hard 
grind in preparation for the game with the 
Maroons. They could not give their best 
efforts to win the other contests. 

Purdue carries off the honors for the hard 
luck team. With a loyal student body, a 
conscientious coach, and hard, aggressive, 
though inexperienced, players, Purdue merits. 
better things. But watch these so-called 
underdogs next year. They are bound to 
give a good account of themselves. 


Rules Not Found Wanting. 


Last year the new rules were in the ex- 
perimental stage, but this year they were 
given a thorough tryout and not found-want- 
ing. The difference between teams of un- 
equal weight is greatly minimized, drop kick- 
ing and punting, always important factors 
im the game, are given greater prominence 
than ever, while forward passing will be- 
come an art under the new rules. 

From the spectators’ standpoint the in- 
terest and excitement of the new game so 
far exceed the old that there is no compari- 
son. The ball is in plain sight at all times, 
while there is a possibility of the sensational 
happening at any instant. A department of 
the game which is a treat to every spectator 
is the kicking, and there is more of this than 
ever before. 

The aim of the rules committee in changing 
the rules to such an extent that the number 
of injuries would be greatly diminished has 
been reached. In the conference colleges this 
fall not a single serious injury has occurred, 
which speaks well for the new game and 
the efforts of the committee to eliminate all 
rough work. While the committee ts not e- 
pected to make any radical changes in the 
playing code for next year, a few or 
changes certainly will occur.

President of the National League 
Wants to Increase Batting. 


REGULATE DOUBLE HEADERS 


Rule Fixing Date for Playing Post- 
ponements Is Suggested. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 30.—[Specia].]—Prest- 
dent Pulliam of the National league spent to- 
day here as the guest of Barney Dreyfuss, on 
his way back to New York from Oklahoma. 

President Pulliam is hurrying home to 
prepare for the annual meeting of the league 
in New York, Dec, 10. He declares one 
change will be recommended to the rules 
committee for consideration, and he be- 
lieves it will be acted upon: 

He favors lowering the pitcher’s slab to 
the level of the rest of the diamond. Under 
the present rule an elevation of fifteen inches 
is allowed, but this rule is violated in some 
cities, where there is an elevation of as 
much as thirty inches. No one can tell ex- 
actly how much the slab ig raised, and Presi- 
dent Pulllam figures it is only proper to 
have the slabs alike in all cities,.and will 
try to have the elevation done away with 
altogether. He is of the opinion the change 
will result in an improvement in batting. 

Another matter which. will be taken up will 
be that of playing off postponed games, and of 
the length of games in double headers. Pres- 
{dent Pulliam said: ! 

There is absolutely no necessity of play- 
ing only seven innings in double headers, 
unless one of the teams is compelled to catch 
an early train to keep an engagement the 
following day. I think the league will de- 
cide that hereafter there shall be nothing 
but full nine innings games played when 
possible. In this connection I will submit 
a plan that will provide for fixing systemat- 
jeally dates for postponed games—the new 
date being set and announced as soon asa 
postponement takes place, instead of the 
present practice of playing off the game 
when it best suits the home club to do 80.“

Tomorrow night, at Orchestra hall, George 
Sutton will try to win from Jake Schaefer 
the 18-1 balk line championship title, which 
he lost to the latter at the same ball last 
epring. 

In that game Sutton appeared a sure win- 
ner at the end of the thirtieth inning, with 
the score 423 to 346 in his favor. He gath- 
ered nine caroms in his next effort, but 
Jake followed with a marvelous and un- 
expected run of 100, and won the game in the 
thirty-sixth inning by 500 to.448. Schaefer 
avera 13 32-26 and Sutton 12 16-36. 

Schaefer a few months later challenged 
Sutton for the 18-2 championship. The game 
was played Nov. 5, and resulted in a victory 
for Sutton by 500 to 241, with a record high 
run for a match game of 282. His average 
was 331-3. Schaefer could not get going that 
night, his best breaks being 90 and 98. 

The fact that he defeated Sutton in their 
18-1 match bas led his friends to believe 
he can repeat tomorrow night, although 
Sutton has shown the better work in prac- 
tice. Schaefer, as usual, prepared for the 
match with a runner up, but not a strong 
one, which gave him more time at the 
table than when conditioning himself for 
the 18-2 match. Therefore, considering the 
difference in the styles of games, he is in 
better form for this match than he was for 
the 18-2 game. 


Dates for Exhibition Trip. 
Schaefer's high runs and general averages 
have not been so large as Sutton’s, but he 
is in fine stroke for the style of play re- 
quired. ‘Sutton, as in all his matches, 
‘prepped * himself by playing the white ball 
against the black. His best runs during the 
last ten days were 207 and 188. His best sin- 
gle average with the white ball has been 68%, 
and his best grand average, white against 
the black, an even 50.

His sole source of income is from 
the tips which he receives for services ren- 
dered. The washroom concession in a big 
hotel or restaurant is a good, profitable busi- 
ness. It is a business which requires no cap- 
ital and which always yields a good income,

Customer Ordered te Check. 

The standard price asked for the conces- 
sion ie $25 a month, but at some of the more 
popular and fashionable hotels and réstau- 
rants the price demanded is not so modest. 
The man who has charge of the hatroom a: 
one of the fashionable downtown restaurants 
pays $2,000 a year to the restaurant company 
for the privilege of checking your hat, and 
the washroom man at this same restaurant 
pays into the coffers of the company $1,000 
annually. 

As the patron enters this restaurant the 
invitation to check his hat is given in an im- 
perative voice. He is not asked whether he 
wishes to check his hat or not; he is simply 
told to do so, He hands his hat and perhaps 
& coat and a cane or an umbrelia with it to 
the bowing and smiling man at his elbow. 
This man pays to the restaurant company 
$2,000 a year to permit him to do that bowing 
and ecraping and smiling. 

If 800 persons take their hats from him 
every day and don’t give hima cent, another 
hundred give him 25 cents apiece, and a hun- 
Gred others hand him adime apiece, his dally 
income is $35, which means an annual in- 
come of $12,775, which ts §276 more a year 
than the salary paid to a United States min- 
ister to a foreign land.

Even in St. Louis the practice 


of compelling, the washroom men and hat 


men to pay for their priyileges is much more 
extensive than in Chicago. It is the only sys- 


tem in use In that city, and at none of the 


leading hotels or restaurants are wages paid 


to the men who do this work. 


> Fast ypewriter Works Hard 8 


Hours Long and Salary Low. 
By C. P. McDonald. 


ROBABLY oneYof the most overrated 
professions in the business world is 
that of the expert typewriter. Though 
this particular genius is accredited with 
receiving an almost princely per diem 

n some few instances salary) it is not gen- 
erally known at what a cost of labor, un- 
seemly hours, and strenuous effort his wage 
is earned. 

This is, in the strict sense of the word, ap- 
plicable to the general typewriter,“ known 
to the profession of court reporting. For 
it is among the rank and file of the court 
stenographers that your truly efficient and 
speedy typewriter operator is to be found. 
There ‘are some fairly remunerative poel- 
tions in Washington and a few others g-at- 
tered about the country which require ex- 
pert typewriter copyists, but it is in the vari- 
ous court reporting offices of the United 
States where a vast majority of these ex- 
pert manipulators of the typewriting machine 
are in evidence. 


Hours Long on Killing. 

This operator has a set hour in which to 
report for duty, but there is no designated 
time at which he can get up from his ma- 
chine and go home. He reports anywhere 
from 8:30 to 9:30 in the morning and is often 
required to stick to his post until the same 
hour or later of the next day—oftentimes 
putting in from twenty-four to thirty-six 
congecutive hours, with the exception of 
the time he has for his meals. 

His dining hours are irregular; luncheon 
some days at 12, some days at 3. Sundays 
and holidays are like the ordinary week 
days to him. He cannot purchase tickets to 
attend an amusement of any kind on any 
particular evening, for the uncertainties of 
the business require that he shall be ready 
9 operate „ whenever his employer so 
wills. He is in this office today taking 
“direct dictatlon,“ and in that office tomor- 
row. He is in Chicago today, and en route 
to some other city tomorrow. 

The expert typewriter is cempelled to 
qualify before he can hope to make good. 
He must have the spelling of the most difmi- 
cult words at his fingers’ ends; he must be. 
familiar with the spelling of proper names 
and legal phrases. If he can fill these re- 

quirements and can, in addition to running 
a machine at high speed, type the most tech- 


4 


nical sentences and words employed by physi- 
cians and surgeons who give expert medical 
tegtimony in personal injury cases ue will 
„ qualify.” 

These requirements are essential,” because 
if he must of necessity ask his dictator to 
spell these words and phrases for him hé is 
not only interrupting the continuity of 
thought of the dictator, but he is consuming 
valuable time, and time is the essence of 
“quick copy.“ And for this arduous work 
what compensation does he receive? 

If he is employed on a salary he makes from 
$15 to $20 a week—seldom more. If he works 
on the page basis,“ he gets from 6 to 10 
cents a page—as a rule 7 cents. Ifthe is on 
the page basis he naturally works harder 
than he does on a salary. If he is a good ” 
operator he will average from twelve to fif- 
teen pages an hour; if exceptionally “speedy” 
from seventéen to twenty-two pages an 
hour. 


This means he is earning from $1.05 to $1.40: 


an hour, which is. certainly good money— 


while he is buey, However; there are many 


weeks when he doesn’t average fifty pages 
in the entire seven days. There are from 
eight to twelve weeks when courts have ad- 


journed for the summer when a job of 150 


pages would look good to him. There is al- 
ways a dull season immediately preceding 
the Christmas holidays, when there is littl 
or no work. 

. * 


Paid Only When Working. 

The work is intermittent. Some weeks 
will net him from $60 to $75; others from g to 
$10. The whole year, at the mec*.extrava- 
gant computation, will average fi $20 to 
$30 a week. The hours he puts in Waiting 
for a call bring no returns 

So the expert typewriter operator is not 
growing rich on the page basis; and he is 
making little money working on salary, for 
there are mighty few who receive any extra 
compensation for overtime, and the over- 
time, figured by the weekday average, will 
amount to almost two-fifths of the regulation 
time. 

He works hard for what little money he 
gets, for the physical exertion of running 
a typewriter for from nine to fifteen hours a, 
day is more fatiguing than any cagual ob- 
server would think.

We find it decidedly pays to 
adopt the’ policy of ‘subtly appealing’ to a 
man's sense of honor and. decency.» In 
marked contrast ta- big company, we 
do not send a man around four times a day to 
see just how much stuff a worker has turned 
out. That kind of thing puts a man’s nerves 
on edge and makes him sore.’

A man who is in earnest 
and worth while will not work any the less 
hard because he is not watched jealously; he 
will labor all the more strenuously. On the 
other hand, a bad egg sooner reveals its pres-

Some time 
ago a worker was asked whether he would 
sooner earn $5 per day building up a busi- 
ness or $10 per day carrying a brick to a

Of course it would be foolish to the last de- 
gree to abolish all discipline and rules. Even 
the best workers must be checked up occa- 
sionally. The great desideratum in every- 
thing is moderation. Too much system us- 
ually is more injurious than too little. In 
itself system creates nothing, evolves noth- 
ing, invents nothing. It must be mixed with 
humanity and intelligence and carefully 
watched in its operation, otherwise it will 
do mach more harm than good. 

In thousands of cases there cannot be the 
slightest doubt that business would much im- 
prove if more consideration were given to 
getting the best out of the worker and the 
needless harshness .of numerous rules re-

Malnutrition Keeps Them from Having a Fair Chance of Acquiring 
the Education They Need to Advance Them in the World.

Underfeeding Makes Social Unrest. 

A west side physician who has made a study of 
underfed children in that district said that an appall- 
ing number of children are incapacitated for work in 
later life by this underfeeding of mainutrition in the 
school years. 

„ Many of them at the age of 14," the physician de- 
clared, “have not the vitality of a child of 10, yet 
they are sent to work. The result is that they and the 
task beyond their strength and are either forced to 
leave the shop, become tramps, vagabonds, thieves, and 
degenerates, or stick to their jobs and die early. At 
the age of 18 many of the young men reared under 
such conditions are well advanced with a tuberculous 
disease of some kind. Many of the underfed children 
or poor families are simply unable to carry the work of 
the public school curriculum, They are too weak 
physically and mentally, and the taunts from their 
classmates which they suffer for this inability only 
hardens them against the school, the teachers, and. in 
later life, against society at large.” , 

This phase of the educational system—the fact 
that many of the children are dull in their studies 
because of the lack or proper and sufficient food—is 
beginning to be more and more ed by the 
teachers themselves and to influence their dealings 
with such pupils. A ‘gratifying example was found in 
a case on the south side “A Kiri 9 years old was 
dubbed a “dunce” by her teacher because of her ina- 
bility to secure promotion’ even from the first grade. 
When he went to echool the next year the girl was

Some of these chifl- 
dren are not getting sufficient food to appease their 
hunger, and others ére stuffing’ themselves with food

number of these families were visited, and the misery 
and hopelessness revealed were appalling. A father 
and mother were found in the Ghetto eating their 
breakfast at 10:80 o’clock in the forenoon for the sake 
of economy.

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Chicago in Position to Reap Largely 
from Expected Activity. N 
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There was a substantial betterment of mar- 
ket conditions last week in sympathy with 
the greatly improved general business con- 
ditions, and it is a conservative statement 
to say that the outlook 1 distincuy prom- 
ising. 

The betterment was not 90 much in the way 
of transactions reported closed and those

a also filed for record, although the showing 


in this respect was excellent, as in the greatly 
improved feeling among brokers and the re- 
ports of an increased inquiry on the part of 
prospective buyers. The feeling is growing 
among students of realty matters as well 
as those of general economic conditions that 
a big general movement toward realty is 
impending, in which event those cognizant 
of the 4 basic soundness. of the Chicago 
market are sanguine that this city will come 
in for a period of unexampled aptivity. 

It ie believed that the first manifestation 
of this activity will be in the direction of 4 
movement toward small properties, which is 
the best; fdundation for any sustained and 
healthy market, and that it will have its 
beginning early in the year when much 
money now in the savings banks will seek 
this avenue of investment. It is known 
that many of these deponitors have indi- 
cated their purpose of putting their money 
into real estate, and it is asserted by those 
who say they have investigated this ques- 
tion that this movement will be a surpris- 
ingly large one. 

Stocks Not So Attractive. : 

he low level of stock values which fol- 
lowed the financial flurry threatened to at- 
tract much Investible capital that otherwise 
would probably have sought real estate in- 
vestments, and it did attract much of this 
capital, but the failure of the stock market 
to rally as was expected and a gradual re- 
cession to lower values undoubtedly has 
operated materially to check this buying 
movement. 

John J. Mitchell of the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank, said a few days ago 2 
ing stocks; Prices are truly low. co 
tively speaking; but they are going — 
There is a great deal of liquidation ahead, 
which is essential under present conditions, 
and those which will lead us out of the pres- 
ent financial difficulty.”’ 

Under these circumstances the prudent in- 
vestor is likely to steer clear of the stock 
market for some time, at least, and this 
feeling of holding aloof from the market 
ig Nkely to be emphasized by reason of the 
fact that the Average investor naturally dis- 
trusts and knows little of investment meth- 
ods in atocks. He feels that he is compara- 
tively helpless in the face of the manipula- 


tions of the cliques and combinations that 


control Wall street, and he naturally is 
anxious to place his money where it is sub- 
ject to his own control. This he can do by 


judicious investments in real estate, ahd the 


object lessons recently afforded of the.vio- 
lens fluctuations in stock values, and all to 
the bad, even when there had been no lessen- 
ing in the values of the properties repre- 
sented by them, are expected to turn the ordi- 
nary investor toward real estate. 


Realty to Have Ite Day. 

The fact that the men not particularly in- 
tereated in real estate, but, 6 
dents of economic conditions, look to see a 
widespread movement in that direction 
serves to emphasize and ebnfirm the predic- 
tions of experienced dealers that real estate 
is going to come into ite own at last. Capital 
has exploited thoroughly every other field of 
investment, and during all the years ot the 
present period of prosperity and development 
real estate hap hardly feit the quickening 
touch of these good times. It is inevitable 
that it should, that land, which ie the basis of 
the nation’s wealth, should partake of its 
rightful share in the general presperity and 
that Chicago, whose land values are relative- 
ly lower than in any of the other great cities 
of the country, and have not appreciated 
despite the phenomenal growth of the city 
during the last decade, except in spots here 
and there, should find its measure full to 
overflowing. 

While the business of the week was cut 
into materially by the Thanksgiving holiday, 
there was, nevertheless, a most encouraging 
showing made in the way of Ales announced 
and those filed for record. There was noth- 
ing of special moment in the central district, 
but the sale of the Nusbaum property at

‘Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

W. H. Lake & Co. said: “ Contrary to gen- 
eral expectations, liquidation of December 
wheat was considerably lees urgent this 
week. and that delivery has led more distant 
futures im the general advance. Improving 
financial conditions. together with the con- 
tinued good export demand, bullish news 
from Ruseia and India. and the oversold 
condition of the speculative market, were all 
factors in establishing a higher range of 
prices. Shorts were forced to cover ex- 
tensively on the buige, which left the mar- 
ket in a weak position yesterday when the 
news from -Rugsia and India showed some 
improvement in conditions. A natural reac- 
tion followed, but the December delivery 
continued to show more relative strength, 
indicating that specutative holders have 
liquidated freely and that the extreme pres- 
sure on that delivery is about over with. 
The Argentine crop is apparently made and 
while heavier offerings from that country 
may now be expected it remains to be ceen 
whether or not they will be of sufficient 
volume to offset the deficiency expected in 
shipments from other exporting countries. 
Speculatively, the market ie largely a pro- 
peseiona! one, as outside interest is still 
sight. Legttimately, present prices appear 
warranted and in the absence of any further 
disturbance in financial conditions we feel 
that wheat will prove a safe purchase on all 
fair recessions.” ; 


With the exception of a reported demand 
for red winter wheat from Lisbon there was 
Uttle foreign demand for wheat. New York 
wired that the united kingdom was indi- 
cating a better inquiry for No. 1 northern at 
Duluth, but this fact was not reflected in 
sales. Heavy Argentine offerings of new 
wheat at materially lower prices than ours 
appears to be undermining sellers in this 
country. Hamburg cabled that Argentina 
new wheat was being offered freely at 2d 
lower than our prices, and Broomhall noted 
a 84 decline in La Plata wheat at Liverpool. 
The milling inquiry here was moderate, and 
sales were small. Omaha reported a good 
inquiry for wheat, and sales of 25,000 bu to 
Minneapolis millers. Stocks at Minneapolis 
increased 75,000 bu for one day and 225,000 
bu for the week. Cash corn here did not 
follow, the futures being unchanged.

Local 
sales were 35,000 bu wheat, 140,000 bu corn, 
90,000 bu oats, and 20,000 bu rye. The 
seaboard réported 120,000 bu wheat and 
80,000 bu corn taken for export. 


The action of the wheat market during the 
last week, with the narrowing of the spread 
between December and May, has caused 
many conservative traders to look for light 
deliveries on December contracts tomorrow. 
It was generally believed that the elevator 
interests were averse to letting much of the 
grain out of their control. Millers who are 
long on December are expected to take and 
pay for the wheat if they are abie to raise the 
necessary funds. Estimates of the deliv- 
eries of wheat ranged from nothing up to 
2000,000 bu. It was doubted, however, if 
the deliveries should reach the last named 
figure, about 1,000,000 bu being the popular 
guess. Instead of the difference between 
December and May widening out to 12c, as 
was predicted by the elevator interests some 
time ago, it has narrowed materially.

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 80.—[Special.}—A ca- 
reer more extraordinary than half the vil- 
lains’ of fiction is charged against Reginald 
Spaulding, or Oscar F. Spate, or George 
Frederick Spate, the man who proposed to 
introduce Pittsburg people of wealth at the 
court of St. James in exchange for Pittsburg 
money. He was not released by the police 
today and is still in jail, another five day 
commitment having been lodged against him. 
Pittsburgers who wined and dined Spauld- 
ing a few days ago will be horrified when 
they learn that he is said to have been a 
convict in South Africa, but they can take 
some consolation out of another r6port that 
he is a son-in-law of Lady Suffield, tne wom- 
an who, he asserted, would bring about the 
in uctions at the court of St. James.

Tell of South African Fraud. 


Today the Pittsburg police received a let- 
ter from Inspector McCafferty of the New 
York police department saying that Spauld- 
ing, or Spate, was not wanted there. He in- 
closed, however, a report which one of the 
New York detectives made on Spaulding. 
The report follows: 

* Spate, the man under arrest in Pittsburg, 
is the same man whom I met in Cape Town, 
South Africa, at the Mount Nelson hotel. 
He advertised there for men to act as agents 
for the American Trading company. They 
were to go into the interior of South Africa 


and collect hides and ivory from the natives, 


which they were to ship to various points.

“He collected the amount from many 
young men. This was in March, 1903. He 
was arrested while boarding the steamer 
Walmer Castle for England.

Sirhultaneously with this report, a com- 
munication reached the Pittsburg police to- 
day from a source which they will not di- 
vulge to the effect that Spaulding under the 
name of George Frederick Spate in 1902, 
was married to Muriel, daughter of Lord and 
Lady Suffield, who left her home in London 
because of a difference with her parents, 
and went to South Africa during the Boer 
war as a Red Cross nurse. In consequence 
‘her parents disowned her, and her name 
was removed from the records of the British 
nobility. 

It is claimed Spate is * younger son of a 
noble English family. 

He secured a subaltern berth in the English 
army and fought in South Africa during the 


r war. 
It was while’ he was wandering about 
South Africa that he is alleged te have mar- 
ried the daughter of Lord and Lady Suf- 
field. Spate is alleged to have interested 
‘his wife in a diamond mine which he had 
„ Salted and finally sold the mine to her 
and some others for a large sum. 


Leaves Wife in Zulu Camp. 

Before the discovery was made that the 
mine was “salted,”’ Spate is said to have 
taken his wife into the interior of Africa, 
where he deserted her in the land of the Zulu 
chief, Mosilikaps. 

He returned to Johannesburg, where he cir- 
culated a story to the effect that his wife 
had been killed by the natives. Spate then 
started to organize a new Zulu kingdom, 
with himself as chief, with the purported ob-

WILL BEFRIEND AMERICANS 


Society of Americam Colony in 
‘Mexico to Become More Active. 


Hope to Do More than Organize Fourth 
of July Celebrations. 


Mexico City, Mexico, Nov. 30.—At the meet- 
Ing of the Society of the American Colony 
on Dec. 6 a project will be submitted for the 
reorganization of the society. Heretofore 
the scope of work of the society practically 
has been the organization of an annual 
fourth of July celebration and the entertain- 
ment of distinguished visitors to Mexico 
from the United States. Now it is proposed 
the society shall undertake practical work 
which shall benefit the American teas 
Mexico generally. 

The project was first discussed at a meet- 
ing of the society several months ago and 
Judge ignacio Sepulvida and William Ver- 
non Backus were appointed a committee to 
draft the plan for the proposed reorganiza- 
tion. They have about completed their work 
and their report will be submitted to the so- 
ciety at the meeting on Dec. 6. 


Things They Will Do. 

It is proposed that the Society of the Amer- 
fcan Colony shall look after the following 
matters: 

Assisting the consular representatives of 
the United States in securing vital statistics 
and such other information as may be de- 
sired relative to Americans resident in Mex- 
ico City. 

When desired to lend whatever assistance 
may be possible to United States diplomatic 
representatives in Mexico. 

Lending aid to deserving American citi- 
zens in Mexico in straitened circumstances 
and assisting the authorities in driving out 
of Mexico City American tra 0 

‘Assisting relatives and families of de- 
ceased members of the society to close up 
estates, etc. 

Rendering advice and when necessary 
legal assistance to members of the society 
or to American citizens recently arrived in 
Mexico who become involved in legal diffi- 
culties through ignorance of the laws, cuéa- 
toms, or language of the country, and not 
thraugh any fault of their own; aiding the 
Mexican authorities in their well known de- 
sire for the doing of justice impartially. 

To take up all matters affecting the Amer- 
ican colony as.a whole where concerted ac- 
tion may be necessary or desirable. 


Work for Legal Committee. 

The greater part of the work will be looked 
after, if the proposed plan is adopted, by a 
legal committee. It has not been decided of 
how many members this committee will be 
composed. The members, however, will be 
chosen on account of their knowledge of 
legal procedure. 

Up to the present time no charge has been 
made for membership to the society. It is 
planned, however, to impose in the future a 
small membership fee. In this way funds 
will de secured for necessary expenses. As 
there will be no paid officers and little, if. 
any, expense for offices, the membership fee 
can be kept to such a small sum that it will 
not be a bar to any American who may wish 
to join the society. 

While the society will assist American cit- 
izens who have just arrived in Mexico and 
who have not had time to join the society, it 
is proposed, as far as possible, to limit its 
field of activity to rendering aid to the mem- 
bers of the erganization.

Even 
some of the newspaper correspondents, com- 
eb yey his weakness, have advised him 

to stop. I am suing him for libel. 

Had he held his tongue and acted like a 
gentleman I would have let him have his 
daughter without opposition. As it is I am 
going to make a defense, and there will be 
the biggest scandal of the century. I know 
none to equal it. 

Baxter has only Mmself to blame. I 
must use the only weapons at my disposal— 
self-defense.
